Veteran and Ptonccr WM Superln 


tendent of Comity Poor Farm for 


Many Years. 


Death came to Dr. E, L. Bnrdick 


in his beautiful home among 
the 


orange groves dear Azusa, Wednes- 
day, and another veteran and old 
pioneer has answered to the roll call. 
The cause of death was heart disease, 
with complications. 


Dr. Burdick, who was 05 years 


old, was exceedingly well known in 
Los Angeles and in Arizona, whore 
he resided 
for 
snveral yours and 


represented 
Mojavo county in the 


territorial legislature. 
He was also 


treasurer of Mojavo county at ono 
time. 
But his old home in Los An- 


goles county called to him, with its 
orange grovo and flowers, and he re- 
turned aftor a fow years in Arizona, 
and has made his homo in this valley 
over since. 


Dr. Burdick first came to 
Los 


Angeles in tho sixties, and settled 
at Azusa. 
In 18^3 he wont to Ari- 


zona, and returned a few years later. 
He again took up l;ho practice of his 
profession in A/usa, and followed It 
until 1880, when he was appointed 
superintendent of tho County Poor 
Farm. 
It was Dr. Burdiok who sot 


out the orange grovo at tho farm, 
which has brought in such a good In- 
come during tho past fow years, and 
during his time the farm was ono of 
tho show plaouH of tho county. 
Ho 


held tho position for twelve years. 


Since 1901 Dr. Burdiok lived with 


his wife on his Azuea ranch, and she 
survives him,

NapoUon Smashed * V«M, and th* 


Treaty Wae Signed. 


Early In April, 1707, the people of 


Austria demanded peace with Franco. 
Negotiations wore begun In the vicini- 
ty of Leoben. Bonaparte, In an Inter- 
view with the Austrian plenipotenti- 
aries, oald to them, "Your government 
ban went agalnnt me four armies with- 
out generals, and this time a Rpnernl 
without nn army." 
In the treaty 


which the Austrian commlsnlonerH pro- 
jected the flrst article stipulated that 
the emperor of Austria thereby recog- 
nized the French republic. "Krase It!" 
exclaimed Napoleon. 
"The existence 


of the republic Is as plain UH the HUU. 
This article Is only fit for the blind. 
We are our own masters and shall es- 
tablish any go'ernment we prefer. 
If 


one day the French people," he con- 
tinued, "should wish to create a mon- 
archy, the emperor might object thut 
he had recognized u republic." 
The 


preliminaries were soon settled, Napo- 
leon signing for France, (bus placing 
himself on an equal footing with the 
emperor of Austria. The forma I treaty 
known as C'ainpo Formlo was signed 
In October, 1707. Austria fulfilling the 
pledges she bad already given. 
The 


Austrian 
plenipotentiary 
protested 


ogulnst the distribution of the prov- 
ince" beyond the Adlge. Napoleon was 
angered at this, and, seizing u vase, 
dashed It to the ground, exclaiming, 
"If It la not so arranged I will break 
your monarchy as I have broken thin 
vase!" 
This argument of force, nn 


demonstrated 
to the diplomat was 


convincing, and the treaty WHS signed.

Horr the Glanuva Arc Ground, Pollnh- 


ed and Finished. 


In the 
manufacture of 
spectacle 


lenses the bit of glass to be formed 
Into a lens Is fastened by means of 
pitch to a amall block of hard rubber, 
•o that It may be held. It Is ground 
by being pressed against a rapklly re- 
volving cast iron disk on a vertical 
spindle and with curvature equal and 
opposite to that desired In the lens. 


This is the "rough tool" and is kept

BURNING MARTYRS. 


CM* *f th» Funtral Pyret Told In • 


Curiftua Old •III. 


A bill for the materials with which 


to barn Cranmer and his fellow mar- 
tyrs to probably the most curious and 
itiggeative document ever presented 
fof payment. The execution of Latl- 
tner and Ridley took place on Oct. 16, 
1556, while Cranmer did not suffer 
nntll March 21 of the following year. 


The memorandum of the bill Is In- 


cluded in the book which was found 
by Stryne when he wrote his "Memoirs 
of Archbishop Cranmer" In 1093, In 
which the expenses of the martyrs 
were entered during their Imprison- 
ment. 
This book is probably some- 


where among the manuscripts of Ox- 
ford university, now a grim, matter of 
fact witness to the fanatical hatred of 
the day. 


The following are exact transcripts 


from the bills by the person who had 
charge of the funeral pyres: 


"Paid for the burning of Archbishop 


Cranmer and his two fellow sufferers, 
Ridley and Latlmer: For one hundred 
of wood fagots, 6s.; for one hundred 
nnd a half of furze fagots, 3s. 4d.; to 
the carriage of them, 8d.; to two labor- 
ers. Is. 4d.; 19 three loads of wood 
fagots to burn Ridley and Latimer,, 
12s.: Item, one load of furze fagots, 
33. 4d.; for carriage of these four loads, 
2s.; item, a post, Is. 4d.; item, for 
chains, 3s. 4d.; Item, for staples, 6d.: 
Item, for laborers, 4d."—Scrap Book.

Why the American Farmer Growt Old 


Early In Life. 


Any one who baa lived on a farm 


does not need to be told the reason 
farmers grow old early, for he knows 
of the strain under which the Ameri- 
can farmer 
lives during the five 


monthy of spring and summer. His 
workday Is from 4 or 5 In the morning 
until 8 or 9 ut night. Including chores- 
fifteen to seventeen hours of the hard- 
est kind of physical labor, and every 
minute of it at high tension, especially 
during harvest. 
Then comes a period 


of relaxation in the fall, the one time 
In the year when he has just enough 
muscular exercise 
to keep him in 


health; later, the winter season, ap- 
proaching 
stagnation, in which he 


takes on flesh, gets "logy," and then a 
furious debauch of hard labor through 
the spring and summer again. 
No 


wonder that by forty-five he has had a 
sunstroke and "can't stand the heat," 
or has "a weak back," or his "heart 
gives out," or a chill "makes him rheu- 
matic," and when you add to this fu- 
rious muscular strain the fact that the 
farmer sees his income put in peril 
every season and his very home every 
bad year, BO that each unfavorable 
change in the weather sets his nerves 
on. edge, it can be readily; imagined 
that thg real "qniet, peaceful country 
life" Is something sadly different from 
the ideal.—Woods Hutchinson, M. D., 
in Harper's. 


An Optical Illusion. 


An Interesting optical experiment 


may be made with the ordinary Incan- 
descent light 
Gate steadily at the 


light for a few seconds, then suddenly 
extinguish it. The experiment is best 
performed in a very dark room. 
In 


about half a minute you will see the 
perfect image of the light, with the 
fine strands of wire plainly visible. It 
will be red at first. In a few minutes 
It will turn purple and then a bright 
blue. Later It will apparently move to 
the right As you turn your gaze it 
will continue moving to the right. If 
yon keep your gaze fixed, It will come 
back. It is surprising how long the 
Illusion will last. It will be seen for 
fully five minutes, perhaps longer, and 
If you turn on the light and look away 
from it you will see the old Image for 
several minutes, though more faintly 
than in the darkness.
